The death rate of Berlin for the week ended J une 17 wa;< consider- 
ably lower than that of the preceding week and was thereby lower than 
it has been for 7 months past. It amounted, calculated on the year, 
to 13.8 per thousand of the population, corresponding almost exactly 
with the death rate for the same week of last year. Among the large 
towns and cities of Germany the following had a still lowei' death rate 
than Berlin, namel}': Charlottenburg (with 11.2), Schoneberg (witli 
9.5), Hanover, Essen, Barmen, Diisseldorf, and Stuttgart. The follow- 
ing cities had a considerably higher rate of mortality than Berlin, viz: 
Kixdorf (with 1.5.1). Hamburg, Kiel, Bremen, Frankfort-on-the-Main, 
Leipzig, Dresden, Munich, Nuremberg, Carlsruhe, Cologne, Brunswick. 
Magdeburg, Halle, Breslau, and Konigsberg. The death rate of Lon- 
don corresponded almost exacth' with the Berlin figure, the rate of 
mortality of Paris and Vienna being c 'nsiderably higher than that of 
Berlin. The infant death rate fell from 5.7 per year and thousand in 
the preceding week to 3.1 in the week imder discussion, being thus 
lower than the Munich and Leipzig rates, but higher than the Ham- 
burg figure. There were registered 102 deaths from plithisis ptulmo- 
nalis, 69 deaths from acute diseases of the respii-ator}' organs. 11 deaths 
from cancer, S deaths from measles, '7 deaths froiii scarlet fe\'er. 3 
deaths fi'om diphtheria, and 1 death from enteric fever. Finally. 11 
persons died by violence. 

The death rate of Berlin for the week ended June 24 was higher 
than that of the preceding week, amounting, calculated on tlie year, to 
15. G per thousand of the population, thus being also higher than tlie 
rate for the corresponding week of last year, in which it amounted to 
only 13.8 per thousand. More than half of the large towns and cities 
of German}-, however, showed less favorable health conditions than 
Berlin, including Konigsberg, Breslau, Dresden, Halle, Bremen. (Co- 
logne, Municli, Stuttgart, and Carlsruhe. On the other hand, the fol- 
lowing qities hadalower rate of mortality than Berlin, viz: Hamburg, 
Nuremberg, Frankfort on the Main, Diisseldorf, Hanover, Brunswick, 
Leipzig, Kixdorf (with 11.2), Schone)ierg(with 13.2), and Charlotten- 
burg (with 1(\2). The rate of mortality of Paris and Vienna was con- 
siderably higher than the Berlin figure, while the London death rate 
was much lower than that of this city. The infant death rate rose 
from 3.1 per year and thousand in the preceding week to 4.1, being- 
equal to the Hamburg rate, but much lower than the Munich figure. 

There were registered 72 deaths from acute diseases of the respira- 
tory organs, lit! deaths from phthisis pulmonalis, 41 deaths from can- 
cer, 10 deaths from measles, 6 deaths from diphtheria, 5 deaths from 
scarlet fever, and 2 deaths from influenza. Finall}^ 13 persons died 
by violence.

Since 
July 1 there have been reported 15 cases with 3 deaths. The situation 
at San Pedro, as reported by the consular agent, is very bad, 400 cases 
being reported, with a total of 52 deaths. The greatest mortality is 
among the native population, the moi'tality among the foreigners being 
verjr small. This same condition has so far prevailed in this place. 
Onh' 3 foreigners have died out of a total number of 86 cases, and 33 
deaths since Maj^ 25.
